Appalachian 
Plan Polished 
By President 


WASHINGTON (AP) — P res­ 
ident Johnson worked today on 
a formal 
appeal to Congress 
for his 
billion-dollar plan of 
federal help to combat poverty 
in Appalachia. 
The bill to carry out the plan 
is ready and Johnson hoped to 
send Congress a message or 
letter later today enclosing the 
measure and appealing for its 
passage. But White House press 
secretary George 
Reedy said 
there was a possibility of delay 
until Tuesday. 
“ It is must legislation,” John­ 
son said in unveiling the omni­ 
bus bill at a news conference 
Saturday. He said that the $220 
million he is asking for the next 
fiscal year will not affect the 
budget because it will be drawn 
from contingency funds. 
Johnson has made Appalachia 
—a nine-state area that extends 
from the mountains of western 
Pennsylvania 
southward 
to 
Georgia and Alabama—a special 
battleground in his “ w ar on 
poverty.” 
He made a rapid and dram at­ 
ic sweep through three of the 
states Friday. So convinced did 
he become of the need for im ­

MOSCOW (A PI-Soviet engi­ 
neers have begun blasting in an 
attempt to drain off flood wa­ 
ters threatening the fabled Mon­ 
gol capital of Sam arkand and 
villages along the Zeravashan 
River blocked by a huge land­ 
slide. 
The Communist party news 
paper Pravda 
said engineers 
sent to the edge of the Pam ir 
Mountains 
in Southwest Asia 
Sunday night began blasting 
canal through the slide, which 
was said to be as high as an 
80-story building and 2,000 feet 
wide. 
Pravda said 625 million cubic 
feet of water have built up be­ 
hind the slide, which on Friday 
formed a huge natural dam. It 
said tile water level behind the 
dam rose more than 105 feet in 
50 hours. 
The Soviet news agency Tass 
said nn attempt would be made 
to divert the blocked, fast-ris­ 
ing river and remove the threat 
to Samarkand, an ancient city 
of blue-tiled old mosques and 
new industries. It is 1,700 miles 
southeast of Moscow, near the 
juncture of the Soviet Union, 
Red China and Afghanistan. 
Tass said the landslide oc­ 
curred Friday when the Darn- 
vorz Mountain “ cracked as a 
result of earth trem ors’* and 
was “ cut in two by w ater” 
The huge mass of earth and 
rock fell into the river, swollen 
by a month of heavy rains, and 
the slide formed a natural dam. 
A lake is forming IOO miles 
upstream from Samarkand, a 
city of 215,000 persons, but the 
earth dam threatens to break 
and unleash a raging torrent. 
“This catastrophe is fraught 
with the danger of an unprece­ 
dented flood in the whole of the 
Zeravashan Valley,” said Tass.

SUNNYVALE, Calif. (AP) — 
Unprecedented 100,000 - pound 
payloads soon can be hurled 
into 
orbit by 
mass-produced 
solid rocket motors locked into 
clusters, says an aerospace ex­ 
pert. 
Such loads would be seven 
times greater than the heaviest 
the Russians have been known 
to orbit. 
Cylinders 
of rocket 
power 
stacked like tomato cans will be 
able to loft the 50 tons of useful 
cargo within three years, Bar 
net R. Adelman, president oi 
United Technology Center, a di 
vision of United Aircraft Corp., 
predicts. 
The center is already produc 
ing segmented rockets for the 
Titan Ill-C, which the Air Force 
expects to be 
a 
work-horse 
booster for the next decade of 
space launching. 
A pair of five-segment motors 
on the Titan 1II-C will provide 
more than two million pounds 
of lift-off thrust. The vehicle is 
scheduled for its first flight 
tests in 1965. 
Each steel-jacketed segment 
of the first-stage booster is IO 
feet in diameter and weighs 
about 50 tons when filled with 
rubbery fuel. 
Clustering rockets isn’t a new 
idea. Last year the center test 
fired a cluster of 24 smaller 
solid-fuel segments, four six- 
motor stacks. Anchored to the 
test pad, it produced 140,000 
pounds of thrust during a 14- 
second burning time.

The rabbi, Dr. Louis Jacobs, 
has been denounced as a heretic 
by some British Jews and ac­ 
claimed by others for his “mod­ 
ern approach” to theology. The 
storm raging about his head is 
believed unprecedented in the 
300-year history of the Jewish 
community in this land. 
Dr. Jacobs was greeted by a 
large congregation when he en­ 
tered the new West End Syna­ 
gogue as its spiritual leader. 
Earlier, the chief rabbi of Bri­ 
tain, Dr. Israel Brodie, had ve­ 
toed the appointment. 
As a result, the Council of the 
United Synagogue of Britain or­ 
dered the removal of the entire 
elected board of the West End 
Synagogue. 
Dr. Jacobs hit back Friday 
night with this statement: 
“The chief rabbi has refused 
to allow me to serve as minis­ 
ter because I accept the findings 
of modern biblical scholarship. 
“As a rabbi in Israel, respon­ 
sible by Jewish tradition to God 
alone and to no other rabbi, 
shall of course continue to ex­ 
pound my views, confident that 
very many thinking Jews in this 
country and outside it have too 
much love and respect for Ju­ 
daism to wish to see it tied to 
such a theory.” 
Dr. Jacobs does not accept 
what he regards as the med­ 
ieval view that the five books of 
Moses in the Old Testament 
were dictated by God to Moses. 
He believes that modern schol 
arship has shown that the five 
books must be viewed as the re­ 
sult of a long process of devel­ 
opment in which different hu­ 
man beings played a part.

It Is a deplorable reflection on 
our civilized, educated .society 
that t h e r e are still evidences 
of discrimination against epi­ 
leptics. They are often denied 
jobs and admission to schools 
and colleges. And in some states 
they are even d e n i e d the 
right to marry' and have a fam ­ 
ily, even though there is no ev­ 
idence that epilepsy is inherit­ 
ed. 
Epilepsy has always been en­ 
cased in a confusing array of 
myths, superstitions and prej­ 
udice. Recently, epilepsy was 
catapulted into prominence by 
its involvement in the legal as­ 
pects of criminal judgment. 
Thousands of serviceable hu­ 
man beings have some form of 
epilepsy. It would be catastro­ 
phic to identify criminality or 
mental disease with this illness. 
It must be emphasized that 
epilepsy does not indicate a 
mental disorder, mental retard­ 
ation or any form of insanity. 
E p i l e p s y itself produces no 
criminal inclination or tendency 
towards physical violence. 
It is a totally physical disor­ 
der and potentially dangerous 
only to the sufferer. 
Why, then, do we unjustly 
persecute normal, healthy, well­ 
balanced, productive p e o p l e 
who happen to suffer from t h e 
controllable illness of epilepsy? 
Epilepsy is a disorder which 
interferes with or disturbs t h e 
electric impulses of the b~aim. 
The name is derived from t h e 
Greek word for “ seizure.” 
There are many different typ­ 


es of epilepsy. A “ petit m al,” 
or s rn a 11 seizure, is relatively 
mild. T h e s e attacks usually 
last for only a few seconds and 
rarely 
interfere 
with 
normal 
growth and productivity. 
The “ grand m al,” or large 
seizure, is more dram atic a n d 
more 
alarming to observers. 
This form of epilepsy calls forth 
the sympathetic help of onlook­ 
ers who quickly come to t h e 
support of even total strangers 
when an attack occurs. 
Another type of seizure is the 
psychomotor form characteriz­ 
ed by brief periods of peculiar 
and unexplained behavior, often 
with odd, purposeless and even 
bizarre attitudes. 
Few medical conditions are as 
gratifyingly controlled as a r e 
epileptic seizures and convul­ 
sions. Seizures can be complete­ 
ly prevested in 50 per cent of 
epileptics, 
and 
almost totally 
controlled in another 30 
per 
cent. Some epileptics under con­
